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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 1, 3-10, 13-15, 17, 19, 20, 22, 24-26, 28, 40- 
50, and 53-57 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered reference(s) cited by 
applicant. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3-10, 13, 17, 46-50, and 53-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Chauffoureaux, 3,783,01 1 . 

Chauffoureaux teaches a method of protecting plastics from photodegradation 
comprising placing in a closed space an organic compound having sublimation 
properties and an affinity for a resin of a molded article and the resin article, raising the 
temperature of the space such that the organic compound reaches the saturation state 
and after heating for a predetermined time, removing the substrate from the container. 
In addition, Chauffoureaux teaches that the temperature of the resin substrate may be 
raised up to a temperature that does not exceed the thermal decomposition temperature 
of the organic compound or resin. See column 2, line 58 through column 3, line 18 and 
Example I. Chauffoureaux does not specifically teach the usage of a vacuum, however, 
it would have been obvious to modify his method by using a vacuum container, which 
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would increase efficiency of the sublimation process and reduce treatment time. 
Regarding claims 14-15, 22, and 40-45, sublimation dyes and organic compounds are 
well known in the art and it would have been an obvious expedient to apply the method 
taught by Chauffoureaux to other known sublimation materials. 

Therefore, the teachings of Chauffoureaux would render obvious the invention as 
claimed in present claims 1, 3-10, 13-15, 17, 22, 40-50, and 53-57. 

Claims 19-20, 24-25, are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
